WASHINGTON GOSSIP. 


About Persens, Politica and Projects—Georgia’s Riv- 
ers and Harbors. 
Special Correspondance of The Constitution. 

Wasuineton, April 17.—It seems what I 
wrote a week ago about the disaffection in 
Mahone’s pocket party was not exaggerated. 
The failure to pass the reapportionment bill 
through the senate was more than the demo- 
crats had hoped for. It was asscheme care- 
fully matured to give eight of the ten districts 
to the readjusters, and no party measure could 
have applealed to the fractions more strongly. 
It was defeated. Mahone has been in Rich- 
mond a month to work itthrough. Riddle- 
berger has been in the senate  bossing 
his allies and urging them to §fa- 
vor it. but Hh Oe 0 .% «nO 
purpose. The administration organ in Wash- 
ington lectures the bolting senators for throw- 
ing away the golden opportunity. The new 
party bas practically gone into the republican 
ranks—that is, as many of them as the leaders 
who are to profit by the maneuver could carry. 
The others have turned back to their demo- 
cratic allegiance. The next Virginia election 
will tell the tale. No hope now of seeing 
William in the senate again this session, His 
hands are full at home. 

GEORGIA BEFORE THE COMMITTEE, 

J telegraphed you the particulars of the at- 
tack made on the commerce committee of the 
house by Georgia. Seven of our congress- 
men were there to talk business. Mr. 
Stephens tried to come and succeeded in send- 
ing a letter, which was heard with great re- 
spect. Mr. Black, lying very sick at home, 
anxiously inquired how his friends had pros- 
pered in their good undertaking. They did 
well. The committee was very favorably im- 
pressed. Mayor Wheaton and Colonel Joe 
Warren, of Savannah, have spent a week 
working here to get a just showing for 
their harbor. Their addresses to 
the committee were unanswerable argu- 
ments in favor of carrying out the engineer’s 
plans. General Gilmore did not rely on his 
strong report but was present to emphasize it 
in a practical talk. Major A. O. Bacon spoke 
for the interior of the state, and every one oi 
the seven congressmen gave good reasons why 
the Georgia rivers and harbors should be lib- 
erally cared for. I don’t think Savannah can 

et the $350,000 asked for, owing to the hun- 
dred million pressure on a ten million bill, 
but the $100,000 suggested by the committee 
will surely be increased. Mr. Blount is an 
accurate judge of such things, and he thinks 
$200,000 will be squeezed out. No amount is 
tixed for Brunswick, and it may get nearly all 
that is asked, $60,008. The rivers are not for- 
gotten. Mr. Clements shows why the Coosa 
should have $100,000, and Mr. Buchanan asks 
with good reason hali that sum for the Chat- 
tahoochee. General Cook and Mr.Turner are 
in for helping their rivers. 

HELPING SAVANNAH. 

The help of Atianta and other cities to get 
a fair appropriation for Savannah is appre- 
ciated there andis having its effect here. 
Colonel Hammond has warmed up to the 
work, and Mr. Blount, after exposing a dozen 
wasteful appropriations this session, goes all 
the more heartily on that account for those 
that are just. As, Mr. Speer remarked 
the Georgia delegation stands very solid on 
this question. General Cook’s speech to the 
committee was interesting. It showed that 
in the ninety years from 1789 to 1879 Georgia 
had received from the national treasury only 
about $700,000 for internal improvements. 
A New’ England member of _ the 
committee suggested that before the war the 
southern states opposing the policy of inter- 
nal improvements refused to ask aid from the 
government. He was informed that we had 
changed our policy and now went in for our 
fair share of national aid, though we have 
never gotten anything like it inany riverand 
harbor bill. Mayor Wheaton, a good man for 
Savannah to have here just now, tells me he 
is confident the difficulty in obtaining sites 
for the expenditure of the $60,000 to light the 
harbor will soon be overcome. The govern 
ment bids too low and the land-owners want 
too much, <A concession from both will bring 
all riglit. 

POINTS.

Speaker Bacon says that during his re- 
cent stay in New York he heard a surpris- 
ing amount of talk about Atlanta.

LOOKING INTO TORNADOES. 


The Signal Serviee Bureau Investigating Ther 
Causes and Frequeucy. 

WASHINGTON, April 18.—Gen. Hazen, the | 
chief signal officer, is paying much attention | 
to the subject of tornadoes, with aview to ob- 
taining so cleara knowledge of this class of 
storms that some of their evils may be miti- 
gated. All who live in regions that are liable 
to be often visited by these destructive winds | 
will be interested to know that already Serge- 
ant Finley is about to start out to investigate | 
the track of thestorms which swept over Michi- | 
gan, Iowa, and Illinois on the 6th inst. Ser- 
geant Finley has done some very valuable 
work on this subject. Last year the signal 
service issued, as one of its professional pa- 
pers, a very important monograph on the 
character of the stormsof May 29and June 30, 
137. The paper was very elaborate, and there 
is now in press another professional paper by 
the same writer, which contains a tabulated 
state:nent of 600 tornadoes and some general- 
izations from their facts, with some sugges- 
tions as to the methods that ought to be pur- 
sued in the investigations of the storms. 
The 600 storms cover a peri dof eighty-seven 
years, and the whole country. Their exami- 
nation leads to the conclusions that 
tornadoes occur most frequently in summer, 
and inthe month of June. They have oc- 
curred, however, more frequently in April 
than in July, and in May and September than 
in August. Kansas is the state that has been 
most afHicted, and that notwithstanding the 
fact that the period during which tornadoes 
haye visited has been comparatively short. 
The state has had sixty-two tornadoes from 
1859 to 1881. Illinois has had fifty-four from 
1854 to 1881. Missouri has had forty-four 
from 1814 to 1881. New York has had thirty- 
five from 1831 to 1881. Georgia, 
thirty-three from 1804 to 1881;  Ilowa, 
thirty-one from 1854 to 1881; Ohio, twenty- 
eight from 1823 to 1881; Indiana, twenty- 
seven from 1852 to 1880. ‘The states and ter- 
ritories that have had only one each from 
794 to 1881, are Colorado, California, Indian 
territory, Nevado, New Mexico, Montana, 
Rhode Island, West Virginia and Wyoming, 
The storms occur most frequently from 5 to 6 
in the afternoon, although there is no hour of 
the cay that has been entirely free from them. 

The average wiith of the path of destruc- 
tion is 1,085 feet. and the storm cloud runs 
with « velocity of from twelve to sixty miles. 
The wind within the vortex sometimes at- 
tains a velocity of 800 miles an hour, the aver- 
age velocity being 392 miles. 


DORSEY ON TRIAL. 


Chillans Tampering With United States Oficial Doc- 
uments in the Mails. 


Wasnuineton, April 18.—The = star-route 
cases were again taken upin the criminal 
court to-day. Ex-Senator Dorsey was present 
in court, and the forfeiture of his bail was 
cancelled. Counsel for defense moved fora 
bill of particulars, and the day was consumed 
in argument upon this motion. Judge Wylie 
reserved his decision until Saturday. Dorsey 
was then arraigned and pleaded not guilty. 

A CHILIA® OUTRAGE. 

The secretary of state bad his attention 
called sometime since to the circumstances 
which seemed to indicate that a letter ad- 
dressed by the department to the United 
States legation at Lapaz, Bolivia, had. been 
tampered with while passing through the 
hands of the Chilian authorities. He caused 
an investigation to be made, and upon be- 
coming convinced there was good ground 
for complaint, addressed remonstrances 
to the Chilian government through its minis- 
ter here, and through the United States lega- 
tion at Santiago. The government of Chili 
disavowed responsibility for the acts com- 
plained of, expressed strong disapproval of 
them, and promised prompt investigation. 
The United States consul at Valparaiso reports 
by telegraph that the investigation has re- 
sulted in the arrest and punishinent of the 
guilty officials. 

FROM THE NORTH POLE. 

Secretary Hunt has received a dispatch 
from Hoffinan, charge de affuirs at St. Peters- 
burgh, under date of March 21, including a 
letter from Chief Engineer Melville, dated 
Januarys 1, and written at a point on the way 
to the mouth of the Lena, 533 miles beyond 
Yakutsk. Hoffman states: ‘‘The governor of 
this post appears to have shown much good 
willin sending your orders of January 15 to 
Melville, as Estafette has been ordered and 
paid for to Yakutsk, only the speed with 
which it went through is quite remarkable, 
Lieutenant Danenhower telegre >is me under 
date of January 28 from Krasmajasok, about 
4.000 versts from St. Petersburg, that he may 
be expected here about April 20.’") Chief En- 
gineer Melville, in the letter referred to, says 
he has every reason to hope to tind DeLong 
and his people. 


LETTER-WRITER BREWSTER. 


The Attorney General has Occasion Again to Write 
to Mis Friend, Dallas Sanders. 

WasHineton, April 18.—Two more letters 
from Attorney-General Brewster to Dallas 
Sanders have been madepublic. One is dated 
April 4and the other April 10, and both are 
very long.

In the second one the attorney general 
says: “I cannot see how Judge bond or 
Judge Bryan could have decided other than 
they have decided, but it appears to me that 
the information or indictments containing 
such charges for conspiracy should have been 
prepared before this and filed as new and dis- 
tinct complaints against these new _ par- 
ties who were irregularly introduced 
upon the former information. It is rather 
late inthe day. These things might have 
been prevented, and I fear that the delay will 
either be the cause of the escape of these 
persons, or involve the government in heavy 
expenses hereafter in pursuing

TEN MILLIONS. 


A BIG BOOM FOR THE MISSISSIPPI 
RIVER IMPROVEMENT. 


President Arthur’s Message to Cougrese, Recom- 
mending a Special Appropriation of Ten 
Millions fr the Repair of the Broken 
Levees Along the Mississippi. 


Wasuinetox, April 18.—The following is 


the president’s message to congress to-day: 


To the senate and house of representatives: 
I transmit herewith a letter dated the 20th 


ultimo, from the secretary of war, enclosing 
the copy of a communication from the Mis- 
' sissippi river commission, in which the com- 


mission recommends that an appropriation 


‘may be made of $10,000,000 for closing the 
' existing gaps in the levees, in addition to a 


like sum for which an estimate has already 


been submitted. 
THE IMPORTANCE OF THE SUBJECT. 
The subject is one of such importance that 


I deem it proper to recommend early and 


‘favorable consideration ot the recommenda: 


tions of the commission. Having possession 
of and jurisdiction over the river, congress, 
with a view of improving its navigation and 
protecting the people of the valley from the 
floods, had for years caused surveys ot the 
river to be made for the purpose of acquiring a 
knowledge of the laws that control it, and of its 
phenomena. By act approved June 23, 1879, 
the Mississippi river commission was created, 
composed of able engineers. Section 4. of 
the act provides, ‘‘Thatit shall be the duty 
of said commission to take into consideration 
and mature such plan or plans and estimates, 
as will correct, permanently locate and 
deepen the channel, and protect the banks of 
the Mississippi river, improve and give safety 
and ease to the navigation thereof, prevent 
destructive floods, promote and facilitate 
commerce, trade and the postal service.”’ 
THE CONSTITUTION ALITY OF THE QUESTION. 

The constitutionality of the law making 
appropriation in aid of these objects cannot 
be questioned. While the report of the com- 
mission submitted, and the plans proposed 
for the river’s improvement seem justified, as 
wellason scientific principles as by experi- 
ence and the approval of the people most in- 
terested, I desire to leave it to the judgment 
of congress to decide upon the best plan for 
apermanent and complete improvement of 
the navigation of the river, and for the pro- 
tection of the valley. The in:mense losses.and 
widespread suffering of the peeople dwelling 
near the river induce me to urge upon con- 
gress the propriety of not only making an 
appropriation to close the gaps in the levees 
occasioned by the recent floods, as recom- 
mended by the commission, but that congress 
should inaugurate measures for the perma- 
nent improvement of the navigation and the 
security of the valley. It may be that such 
system of improvement would, as it pro- 
gressed, require the appropriation of iwenty 
or thirty millions of dollars. Even such an 
expenditure, extending as it must over sev- 
eral years, cannot be regarded extravagant, in 
view of the immense interests involved. 

OF NATIONAL INTEREST, 

The safe and convenient navigation of the 
Mississippi is a matter of concern to all sec- 
tions of the country, but to the northwest, 
with its immense harvests needing transpor- 
tation, to Alabama and to the inhabitarts of 
the river valley whose lives and property de- 
pend upon the proper construction of the 
safeguards which protect them from floods, it 
is of vital importance thata well matured 
and comprehensive plan for improvement 
should be put into operation with as little 
delay as possible. The cotton product of the 
region subject to the devastating fioods 
is a gource of wealth to the nation, and of 
great importance in keeping the ‘balance of 
trade in ourfavor. It may not be inoppor- 
tune to mention that this government has 
imposed and collected $70,000,000 by tax on 
cotton, in the production of which the popu- 
lation of the lower Mississippi is largely en- 
gaged, and it does not seem inequitable to 
return a portion of this tax to those who con- 
tribute it, particularily as such an action will 
also result in an important gain to the coun- 
try at large, and especially so to the great 
and rich states of the northwest, and to the 
Mississippi valley.

MONEY FOK THE MISSISSIPPI. 


More Apprupritations Recommended—Mr. Harrison, of 
Indiana, on Kiver lmprovement. 


Wasnincton, April 18.—In the senate the 
chair submitted a message from the president, 
transmitting the recommendations of the 
Mississippi river commission for an appropria- 
tion of $1,010,000 for closing the existing gaps 
in the levees in addition toa like sum already 
estimated for. The president urges an early 
aod favorable consideration ot the recom- 
mendation, and calls special attention to the 
importance of the subject. Ordered tabled 
aud printed, the billon the subject being now 
before the senate. 

THE DEBATE RESUMED. 

The senate resumed consideration of the 
Mississippi and Missouri rivers’ improvement 
bill. Mr. Harrison, who was entitled to the 
floor, yielded temporarily to Mr. Frye, a 
member of the committee from which the bill 
was reported, who said that the northern and 
eastern members of the committee, while ap- 
preciating the importance of improving the 
navigation, were opposed to allowing any 
part of the appropriation to be used 
for a reclamation of the Jands in the river 
states. They regarded the existing sentiment 
caused by the recent overflow as a dangerous 
one upon which to base legislation. The 
unanimous favorable report upon the measure 
was due to the proviso which prevents the use 
of money for the rebuilding of the levees, 


rand this had been inserted without objec- 


tion. He said he made. this statement 
in view of the intimation thrown out 
yesterday by Mr. Kellogg thatan amendment 
removing this restriction upon the expendi- 
ture of money would not be objected to by 
the committee, and also in View of Mr. 
Jonas’s amendment applying part of the. 
appropriation to the levees. Mr. WHarri- 
son, a.member of the committee 
on the Mississippi river improvements, then 
addressed the senate at some length. After 
asserting the admiralty central of the United 
States over the entire navigable length of the 
Mississippi, and its jurisdiction over the im- 
provements of navigation and the works nec- 
essary to make the river a safe and constant 
outlet for commerce, he said nearly. one 
hundred and forty thousand navigable 
miles of Main river and its tributaries were 
distributed among eighteen states and three 
tributaries, the region producing the larger 
part of the entire grain crop and a Jarge part 
of the cotton crop of the country, and that 
the work of providing a cheap and free high- 
way for these products in their conveyance 
tothe consumers of the Atlantic states, and 
of Europe, was obviously nota sectional but 
a national one. Speaking of the facilities of 
cheap transportation and free competition 
pertaining toriver navigation, as compared 
with the oppressive railroad rates, Mr. Harri- 
son remarked that upon the obstructing 
bars being cleared away and a uni- 
form lew-water depth of ten feet 
below St. Louis being attained, the shores of 
the Mississippi would practically be at tide 
water; that grain will go west and sonth as 
well as east to the river whenever railroad 
charges were oppressive. No act of congress, 
or of the states, in his opinion, could 
prove suflicient in regulating the 
transportation charges as the law of 
competition between the improved natural 
water ways of the country and the railroads. 


This law had a flexbility and sanction that 
no statutory tariff of rates could have. Re 
ferring to the expenditures for the opening 
of the mouth of the Mississippi, as Having 
devolved upon congress, and the obligation to 
improve the body of the. river, 
added that the country 
the plan of improvement shall be shown to 
be practicable, and that the expenditures 
shall be limited to such works as are essential 
to better navigation. 
congress was assured that the sums voted 
methods to that end, the necessary appropri- 
ations would not be withheld. fr. 
Harrison continued at considerable length in 
advocacy of the bill as it was reported. 
Messrs. Kellogg and Jonas, members of the 
committee which reported the _ bill, 
replied to Mr. Frye to_ the effect 
that the understanding in the commuit- 
tee was that the question as to the levee sys- 
tem was to be left to the senate,and that they 
had reserved their right to offer amendments 
to the bill. The bill was then laid aside in- 
formally. 
THE AGRICULTURAL BILL. 

Mr. Davis, of West Virginia, called up the 
agricultural appropriation bill. He stated 
that the total of the bill, as reported, was 
$414,730, being $19,100 less than the aggregate 
as pranen by the house bill, Passed. Mr. 
Kellogg introduced a bill providing for the 
sale of the public lands in be state of Missis- 
sippi and Louisiana to the New Orleans and 
Northwestern railroad cempany. Referred. 

THE AMERICAN CONGRESS. 
A message from the president was read on 


the subject of the circular invitation extended 


to all independent countries of North and 
South America to participate in a general 
congress, to be held in Washirgton, 
Db. C., on the 22d of November next, 
for __ the purpose of considering 
and discussing the methods of preventing 
war between the nations of America. Re- 
ferred to the committee on foreign relations, 
and ordered printed. Adjourned. 


RETAINING WALKER BLAINE, 


Shipherd Cater miaid Sree euamnination— iv. 


ount Handling Him. 
WASHINGTON, April 18.—The Shipherd in- 
vestigation was taken up again to-day. Mr. 
Williams asked Mr. Shipherd: ‘‘What was 
your object in writing your letter of August 
Yto Walker Blaine?’ ‘The witness replied at 
some length, assuring them with frankness, 
and somewhat susprising them with the 
statement, that he looked upon Blaine as no 
Jawyer, and seeing in Walker Blaine a bright, 
cleav-headed attorney,he approached him asa 
lawyer. Mr. Williams,reading from a letter,in- 
quired: ‘‘Upon what grounds did you regard 
Walker Blaine as an eminent attorney?” The 
witness admitted that he had never heard of 
his conducting any case, but inferred his 
ability from the iigh position he occupied. 
Question—‘You say I teel my embarrass- 
ment in attempt to discuss these matters with 
so eminent a statesman, and therefore turn 
to you. Did you expect the son could in- 
struct the father.’’ Answer—‘'No, sir, I felt 
my embarrassment as an attorney in dealing 
with a statesman.” Mr. Williams—‘'Then, 
if you approached Walker Blaine, because he 
Was an attorney, how did he bave any 
advan lage, as an attorney over 
you.’ Lhe witness wriggled and struggled 
hamid to escape the corner into which the in- 
Cisive series of questions was fast driving him. 
He was finally driven from the position at 
first assumed, that he approached Walker 
Blaine to employ his services as an attorney 
He simply sought his judicial services. He 
thought the son was better acquainted with 
the workings of the father’s mind, and could 
better supplement the information that might 
be luiparted by Senator Blair. 
INCREDIBLE MODESTY REVEALED, 

Mr. Williams—Then you thought the 
legal and judicial qualities of Walker Blaine’s 
mind superior to your own?” Answer—‘‘In 
this instance I was so incredibly modest as to 
think sv.” Mr. Williams—‘tWe accept this 
instance of incredible modesty. What pe- 
culiar Jegal obliquity in Blaine did you wish 
toovercome?” Answer—‘it was not obliqui- 
ty. It was a lack of legal culture.’”’ After 
some further questions, which failed to clicit 
other than evasions, Mr. Blount asked witness: 
‘‘How did you expect to utilize Walker Blaine 
when you regarded him as holding the same 
relations as an associate to a chief justice on 
the bench, and as asonto a father?’ An- 
swer—‘‘I don’t think I understand the drift 
of the question.’’ Mr. Blount—‘Well. to be 
plain, did you not expect by the use of flat- 
tery or some other means, to secure the aid of 
this young man?’

Message of the President on tae Congress of Ameri- 
can Nations. 
Special Dispatch to The Coustitution. 

WasHinctTon, April 18.—The following mes- 
sage was sent to congress to-day: To the 
senate and house of representatives: I send 
herewith a copy of the circular invitation ex- 
tended to ail the independent countries 
of North and South America, to 
participate in a general congress to be held in 
the city of Washington on the 22d of Novem- 
ber next, fer the purpose of considering and 
discussing the methods of preventing war be- 
tween the nations of America.

The district 
attorney Cid not find it necessary to use an 
of the challenges to which the prosecution is 
entitled, finding the new system of standin 
aside jurors allowed by Judge Bond to be suf- 
ficient to secure such a jury as he desires.

THE TESTIMONY INTRODUCED, 
The testimony showed that through a mis-

It has been 
suggested that while an international congress 
would have no power to affect the rights of 
the natievnalities there’ represented, still con- 
gress might be unwilling to subject the exist- 
ing treaty rights of the United States on the 
isthmus and elsewhere on the continent, 
to be clouded and rendered uncertain 
by the expression of opinions of a congress 
composed largely of interested parties. 1am 
glad to have itin my power to refer to the 
congress of the United States as I now do, the 
propriety of convening the suggested interna- 
tional congress, that I may thus be informed | 
of its views, which it will be my pleasure to 
carry out,

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FROM TAYLOR COUNTY. 


Some of the Advantages in Water Power-Clalmed by 
Citizens. ’ 
From the Butler Herald. 


Continuing the advantages that gur county 
has ever others, I propose to give a sketch of 
the water power at McCant’s mill, four and a 
half miles north of Butler. The mill is a 
large, three-story building with four sets oi 
rocks, two corn and two wheat, besices a cot- 
ton gin and screw for ginning and packing 
cotton, while the pond covers at this time 
some six or eight hundred acres of land and 
could be made to cover twice as much by 
raisingthedam. The water power issufficient 
to run a factory with one hundred looms and 
other machinery to make the thread for the 
looms. It is as healthy at this point as any 
portion of the county; close to both churches 
and schools, and in fact it is a delightful 
neighborhood to live in. Lower down on the 
same stream is situated the mill of Major W. 
H. Fickling, both corn and wheat, saw and 
gin; all located at the dam and operated by 
the same pond of water, the cotton, after it 
is ginned, being packed by water power. 
Major Fickling has spent a large amount of 
money in preparing his mill for good work, 
and we must say tnat he has been quite suc- 
cessful in his undertaking. Below this mill 
the water in its course goes Jeaping and dash- 
ing down through several falls, so, by the 
time the water reaches the placid stream be. 
low, I think that the fall from the mill to 
the last fall (a distance of three-fourths 
or onemile) there could be obtained a fall of 
at least forty or fifty feet. Sothere could 
be built a dam within three-fourths or one 
mile from the mill sufficient to hold water to 
operate °a factory with 3100 or 150 looms and 
machinery toaccompany the looms. There is 
also a good store house filled with goods in 
full operation and doing a great deal of busi- 
ness. There is ginned at the gin some five 
or sixshundred bales of cotton sannually, so 
that there would be no trouble in buying cot- 
ton torunacotton factory,as the whole of 
it could be bought at the mill. There is at- 
tached to said property some 2,000 acres of 
good pine land, the mostof which is well 
timbered, This property is situated some 
six or seven miles from the depot in Butler, 
the nearest railroad station thereto, in a good 
healthy location, where pine wood would 
be no object, as it would be as convenient, 
in fact, almost at the very door for the oper- 
atives to secure without much trouble. 


LOST AND FOUND. 


Three Days and Nighte Without Food, Water or 
=helter.

On Sunday last, Mr. Charles Sandys, in- 
spector at St. Simons Mills, in company with 
Mrs. H. b. Gould and daughter, Miss May 
Gould, came to Brunswick in a ship’s boat, 
propelled by two colored oarsmen, to attend 
tho Easter service at St. Mark’s Episcopal 
church. Arriving at Mr. Watkins's landing, 
the party turned over to the oarsmen their 
overcoats, cloaks, wraps, etc., with instruc- 
tions to be ready to returnat2 p.m. The 
party failed to put in their appearance at 
the hour designated, but came at about 5 p. 
m. and found the negroes not there and their 
boat left high and dry by the tide. 
Being informed by Mr. Watkins 
that their boat could not be gotten off before 
high water at midnight, they returned to the 
hotel to wait. About midnight they returned 
to their boat, and, finding no oarsmien, con- 
cluded to go without them. Not being fa- 
miliar with the route, they mistook their 
way and went up Cowhorn creek to its head, 
and there got aground at the highest stage of 
the tide, and there they were left in the 
marsh, their friends in Brunswick supposing 
they had reached home in safety, and their 
friends at the mills supposing they were still 
in Brunswick, as one of the missing oarsmen 
had gone to the island on the early morning 
trip of the Ruby and stated 
that the party had remained in B. to 
meet some friends who were expected from 
Liberty county. So matters stood until the 
owner of the boat began to make inquiries, 
and after many messages, telegrams, etc., to 
and fro, the facts became known,’ both in 
Brunswick and at the mills. This was 
Wednesday noon. Boats at unce set out from 
both places, and the party was found high 
and dry in the mars‘, as stated, having been 
from Sunday night to Wednesday afternoon 
without food, water, shelter or wraps. On 
Wednesday morning a shower came up, and 
alittle water was caught, which refreshed 
them very much. They were taken to the 
island much exhausted, and Dr. Massey sum- 
moned. At this writing they are improving.

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Property 25 per cont Higher Than for Ten Years 
Past—The Proposed Railroad to Locust Grove 
or Jackson—The Woodruff Platesau—A 
New Idaea—A Good Cireular. 


Special Correspondence of The Constitution. 
Garrriu, April 17.—I ran down here yester- 
day on a flying jaunt and was not a little sur- 
prised to find Griffin on such a regular 
“high.” Eyerything seems to be looking up 
and values are increasing every day. I am 
told by a prominent citizen that property 
here is almost twenty-five per cent higher 
than for ten years past: There is not a vacant 
dwelling in town, every store is occupied and 
the cry is for more. As stated by your local 
correspondent in to-day’s Constitrction, the 
people are much interested in the building 
of a road that will tap*the Macon and Bruns- 
wick extension somewhere on its line, either 
at Locust Grove or Jackson. It is twenty 
miles to the latter place, and the Griffin, 
Monticello and Madison road is already 
graded to that point. Locust Grove is four- 
teen miles distant, and is six miles from the 
nearest point on the Griffin, Monticello and 
Madison read, wh‘ch will necessitate only six 
miles of new grading in case the branch is 
built. I really think Griffin would haye a 
spasm of joy if this little road were built. Mr. 
Julius Brown owns the Griffin, Monticello 


and Madison, having bought it from Judge 
Lochrane, and some time ago stated that he 


would build ig if the people would give him 


100,000 subsidy money. I was living here 
then, and Mr. Brown’s proposition met with 
a cold reception from the fact that the people 
had already sunk $150,000 in the road when it 
was originally corporated and started. I have 
never been able to know just how or 
why that enterprise fell through, for there 
ean be no doubt but that the road would have 
paid well had it been completed to Madison. 
i came over from Indian Spring one day last 
week, and was surprised to see the road in 
such a good state of preservation. The bed is 
somewhat washed, in places, butit would not 
require such a vast deal of work to put it in 
order now, as one would imagine, after these 
long years of exposure and neglect. The city 
of Gritlin alone put $40,000 worth of ber bonds 
in the road, a debt which has hung over the 
city ever since like a pall. This,Zhowever, is 
being rapidly lifted, and by 1890 the city will 
be free from dept. The county of Spalding 
is in a better condition, having no 
debts and having money in _ her treas- 
ury. I would not be understood = as 
intimating, by my remark above, 
that Griffin is in any trouble about her condi- 
tion of finances. Indeed, few Georgia cities 
can boast of so good a showing. Griffin bonds 
cannot be bought for less than one hundred 
and two, and none are offering at that price. 
Those who hold the now outstanding bonds 
could not have a better investment, as the 
interest is regularly and promptly met twice 
every year. 
THE WOODRUFF PLATEAU. 

I took a ride eirly this morning out to the 
Woodruff fruit plateau. I found Mr. Wood- 
ruff athome asusual. It occurs to me just 
here that I might add a line to the effect that 
possibly the greater portion of Mr. Woodruff’s 
success is due to,the fact that he remains at 
home and minds his own aftairs. His business 
sagacity has taught him that personal atten- 
tion is worth more than having half a dozen 
agents. After taking a view around the place 
I sat down on the front porch with little Mark

here continues on a regular ‘high,’’ so to 
speak, and we are thoroughly alive to the fact 
that no section in the state promises such 
wonderful results as this in the fruit-growing 
industry.” 

“Can you give me anything new?” 

“Yes, lam very glad you came, as I have 
an important item to give you. You see, we 
are trying with all our might to bring people 
here, and we think we have struck the key- 
note to success. Mr. John Keller left last 
week for his home in Qhio, carrying with him 
several thousand circulars, setting forth the 
advantages of this section. Here is the cir- 
cular; you ¢an read it at your leisure.”’ 

The foltowing-is the circular which is so 
strong in {ts tone and so suggestive of a proper 
spirit that I deem it proper to produce it in 
full so that other people in Georgia may go 
and do likewise. Itis one of the wisest steps 
I have yet seen taken towards the practical 
development of our state, andthe example 
set by these enterprising and representative 
gentlemen is well worthy of imitation.

A NEW IDEA. 

Mr. Woodruff, seeing the possibilities of 
Georgia, has for a long time had a pet scheme 
in his head which he wishes the legislature 
to carry out. He says that if the state of 
Georgia would appropriate a part of the fund 
which is brought into the treasury by tiie 
fertilizers, to the benefit of the agricultural 
and horticultural interests, the — planters 
would soon be educated todiversify their 
crops and make farming pay ten times what 
it does at present. The state agricultural so- 
ciety for years past has asked the legislature 
to appropriate enough money to run an ex- 

erimental farm, as many other states have 

one. Mr. Woodruff now proposes a step in 
advance of all the other states, and would 
establish an horticultural experimental farm 
and show by actual test how our Georgia 
farmers might enrich themselves by raising 
fruits and vegetables for the north- 
ern markets. He says it is 
a burning shame that the. farmer’s money 
should be so wasted. About $7,000 of the fer- 
tilizer fund goes into the fund every year 
which is appropriated to educational pur- 
poses. Give a portion of this money towards 
educating our farmers in the common rules 
of good sense of which many of them are ig- 
norant. Mr. W. believes in a_ liberal educa- 
tion of all classes, and his plan is thoroughly 
in keeping with ail of his solid, practical, de- 
veloping ideas. No state has as yet an horti- 
cultural farm, and no. state needs it so muck 


as our Own, because no state has such local | 


advantages as Georgia for producing fruits 
aud vegetables.

'n the retail store 520 horse power was re- 
quired to heat the building, run the elevators, 
and work the sewing machines. There was 
an army of 2,000 employes under pay. The 
store was as well known out of town as in the 


_city, and much of its custom came from tran- 


sient visitors. It was frequented by all 
classes, from the wealthiest to the very poor. 
A constant line of ladies thronged in and out 
of the blue-shaded doors. Carriages lined the 
eurb, and liveried coachmen of the firm open- 
ed their doors. Inside the store it was difli- 
cult to get about because of the crowd. It 
attrected so many people to that part of the 
city that the value ot neighboring property 
for store purposes was greatly increased. It 
checked the up-town movement of trade, and 
saused a great many other retail houses to es- 
tablish themselves in the vicinity. 
JUDGE HILTON’S VIEWS. 

Judge Hilton was interviewed by a Herald 
reporter as follows: 

**We have no objection,” said he, ‘‘to satis- 
fying the rightful curiosity and natural inter- 
est of the public, which kas known so long 
the house and name we represent, and of 
course has been the great passive factor in 
making them what they are. The step now 
about to be taken was not contemplated until 
about six weeks ago, when it suggested itself 
for the first time inthe intercourse between 
Mr. Libbey and myself. I had felt for a long 
time the excess of the burdens which I bear, 
but having assumed them in accordance with 
the wish of Mr. Stewart and with the contract 
of friendship which existed between us for so 
many years,[ did not before see that I could 
lay them down without evadinga sacred trust. 
I have long had enough care and responsibili- 
ty to suffice for the strength, energy and vigi- 
lance of any ten men.

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ABOUT GOOBERS. 


Pea-Nute and Their Value as Food—How They Are 
Used by Cooks. 
Miss Juliet Corson in the New York Times. 

We all eat them, all genders, he, she and 
“it’—as the Washington gamin dubbed Dr 
Mary Walker, when, after tracking her in 
puzzled amusement along thestreet, she stop- 
ped ata nut vendor’s stand—even ‘“‘it eats 
pea-nuts.’‘ Generally as roasted nuts, pure 
and simple, we elders consume them, not all 
of us being given to surreptitious or open 
enjoyment of pea-nut candy. That pea-nuts 
may replace coffee at the breakfast table only 
Dixie reminiscences assure us, and that they 
enter into the composition of some excellent 
European chocolates may be a surprise to us. 
When unawares we fill the salad oil bottle of 
the caster with pea-nutoil we unconsciously 
follow southern war practices. Then this pure 
and delicate oil gradually replaced both olive- 
oil and lard, and the nut-cake remaining alter 
the oil was extracted by pressure was roasted 
and ground to use instead of coffee, making 4 
very acceptable substitute. That thé nuts 
may appear at the dinner table in any other 
guise than that of “pure olive oil’ may uot 
have occurred to all the readers of the Times’ 
household. Some novel receipts for their use 
wili be found below, which, if carefully fol- 
lowed, will give good results. Twenty or 
thirty years ago our pea-nuts came chiefly from 
Africa; where they are largely used as food, 
and one house couid handle them; now there 
are half a dozen or invre wholesale :raders in 
the city dealing chiefly in American nuts, 
and the bulk of the African product goes to 
France, whence the oil is exported as ‘pure 
olive.’ The East Indian crop is divided be- 
tween France and England. The African 
nuts and those grown in the Carolinas from 
African seed are smaller and of poorer flavor 
than the Virginia nuts. To realize the 
value of the American pea-nut crop it must 
be remembered that in addition to the busi- 
ness doneinthe nuts in the first instance, 
amounting last year to over $5,000,000, large 
quantities of the expressed oil are handled by 
wholesale druggists, the cake is used for cattle 
food, and even the shells are utilized as horse 
bedding. The yield of oil from the nuts is 
from 40 to 50 per cent; as it keeps sweeta 
long time and hasa delicate flavor, itisa 
good substitute for both almond and olive 
oils: it isan excellent lubricate, and also 
burns with a clear, bright flame and with lit- 
tle smoke. The nuts were first used in the 
south by the negro cooks who came from Af 


rica and San Domingo. Old peng wey 


will remember with satisfaction the San 
mingo ground-nut cakes which were sold at 
the street corners by negro vendors, and tray 


stiff froth, stirring them in very lightly; put 
the soufile quickly into the mold and bake it 
twenty minutes in a moderate oven. Serve | 
it hot in the mold as soon as it is done. 
PEA-NUT PATTIES. 

Line two dozen patty pars with puff paste | 
or flaky pastry. ‘lo one pound of rousted pea- | 
nuts, pounded fine ina mortar, add 10 eggs | 
well beaten, one pound of sugar and half a |} 
pound of butter; put this mixture into the | 
pars, and bake until the pastry is done ina 
moderate oven. Dust the patties with pow- | 
dered sugar and use them hot or cold. 

PEA-NUT CAKES. 

Pound one pint of roasted pea-nuts toa 
paste in a mortar; mix in one pint of light- | 
brown sugar and the whites of five eges beaten ' 
toa stiff broth; put the mixture into sruail | 
buttered pans, and bake the cakes light brown | 
in a moderate oven. 

PEA-NUTS FOR DESSERT. 

Shell roasted nuts, remove the skins, heat | 
them until they are crisp in a hot oven, 
sprinkle them with salt, and serve them hot | 
with the dessert. Sherry or madeira wine is | 
usually taken with them. 

SAN DOMINGO GROUND-NUT CAKEs. 

Put halfa cupof cold water in a sugar! 
boiler; add two pounds of light brown sugar; 
set it over the fire and boil it until a little of | 
it dropped in cold water becomes brittle. 
Meantime, shell roasted pea-nuts sufficient to 
make two quarts; when the sugar reaches the 
point above indicated, at once remove it from 
the fire, stir inthe nuts, and drop by the 
tablespoonful on an oiled or wet marble slab, 
slightly flattening each cake with the spoon. 
Cool and use. 

PEA-NUT CANDY, 

The thick pea-nut candy sold by the 
confectioners is made by removing the shells 
and skins from roasted nuts, putting them an 
inch thick in a buttered tin pan, and pouring 
over them sufficient sugar boiled to a caramel! 
point to hold the nuts together,.but not to 
cover them; directly after sugar has reached 
the degree of boiling indicated in the prece- 
ding receipt, it begins to burn; at this mo- 
ment the sugar boiler must be taken from the 
fire, set at once into a pan of cold water to 
check the boiling, and the caramel, as the 
boiled sugar is now Cailed, is poured over the 
nuts; white sugar is to be used in making this 
candy. 

PEA-NUT COFFEE. 

The nuts must be shelled, the brown skins 
removed, and the kernels roasted the second 
time very dark brown; then, by crushing or 
coarsely grinding them, they can be boiled 
with water, affording a pleasant bevegage 
when used with hot milk and sugar. The 
quantity of nuts required to make coffee of 
the desired strength must be decided by in- 
dividual taste, but a first experiment might 
be made with a cupfui of nuts to a quart of 
water.

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“SOUTHERN CLAIMS.,’’ 

In a Boston paper we find the following 
paragraph: 

Figures differ as to the amount of private claims 
now before congress. A recent estimate puts it at 
$900,000,000, with more coming in almost every day. 
Within eight months about 12,000 ‘war claims’’— 
that is, claims for alleged services doneand alleged 
losses suffered by alleged loyal people during the 
war which closed seventeen years ago—are said to 
have been sent in for the fitst time. 

Similar paragraphs can be found in the re- 
publican journals of nearly every day in the 
year; andit is time that the people of the 
south understood, first, that such claims are 
used as a Warning against the democratic par- 
ty, and, secondly, that not one of them stands 


a reasonable chance of becoming a law. 

As to the first point there is no doubt what- 
ever. The pocket of the northern voter is 
constantly appealed to on the ground that the 
uccess of the democratic party would bank- 
rupt the government through the payment of 
“rebel claims.’’ Said Representative Camp, 
of New York, only last Friday in a speech: 

The people of this nation are appreh2nsive on 
the question of paying rebel claims. Why, sir, 


they have been told, aud there are many reasons 
why they should believe, that there are about this 


capitol nearly $3,000,000,000 of such claims in commit- 


tee rooms, in pigeon-holes, and elsewhere, waiting 
but the adveiut of the democratic party to power 
for their liquidation and payment. 


Not only are such claims an injury in the 
abstract to the south and its best friends, but 
practically they are a nuisance In congress. 
They fill up the Congressional Record, 
and nothing is accomplished _ex- 
cept to furnish the republicans’ with 
campaign material. Mr. Camp’s speech that 
we have quoted amply illustrates the- folly 
of presenting such bills so far as payment is 
concerned. The bill that Mr. Camp discussed 
was for the relief of the next of kin of James 
b. Armstrong. Armstrong was a carrier of 
supplies in 1855, 1856 and 1857. He died be- 
fore 1860, the government owing him, as was 
claimed, about $200,000. His administrator 
brought suit in the court of claims, and ob- 
tained, just before the war, a final judgment 
for $17,000. After the war congress razeed 
this judgment down to $13,000 on condition 
that Armstrong’s children would accept that 
amount in full, and would first show that 
they had been loyal through the war, All 
but one of the children complied with these 
conditions, and were paid in fuli. One could 
not satisfactorily prove his loyalty, he being 
a citizen of Missouri, and he was denied his 
share. He caused the bill to be presented 
that Mr. Camp discussed, and that was subse- 
quently defeated.

If 
we are remitied to the abstract question of rights, | 
say the only right a man has under the constitution 
who yet to take the life of his country is that 
right which is therein declared, and also d=clared 
in the statutes enacted in pursuance of its provis- 
ions, to-wit: The right to have his 
pooper confiscated during his life, and to

ceives other than this he gets by grace and mercy, 
and not as a matter of right. 


The Armstrong claim accrued before the 
war; itwasin every respect legitimate and 
just andthe government stands indebted to 
his children in the eyes of every honest man; 
and yet payment was refused because the 
claimant wasa citizen of Missouri, and the 
burden of proof rested upon him to show not 
only that he was loyal], ‘“‘but that he was dis- 
tinctly opposed to the rebellion and in favor 
ofits suppression.”’ Thisis the law of 1867, 
by which the republican party propose tu 
test all southern war claim:. What folly then 
to harrass members of eongress with such 
claims! They cannot be passed. They will 
not even be reported. They become simply 
t he basis for such paragraphs as the one at the 
h ead of this article. An honest southern war 
claim is almost an impossibility, and congress 
has no intention of passing any of them, 


whether they come within the statute of 1867

Writers who con- 
ceive it to be their duty to contribute to a sec- 
tional literature are not only amateurs, butin 
the very nature of things, must remain so 
until they learn the true functions of litera- 
ture.

In the Boston Journal of a recent date we 


find the following: 

Itisto be regretted that so sensible a paper as 
THE ATLANTA CONSTITUTION has been led to,declare 
that the purpose of the government to prosecute 
the glaring and general election frauds in south 
Carolina must be accepted as an indication that the 
republican sdministration proposes to revive sec- 
tional issues and to retuzn to those repressive 
measures which characterized eariy reconstruction 
days.

There have been days when the esteemed 
Journal alluded to Tue ConstITcTIon as liberal

vere allusions to THE CONSTITUTION as a‘ Bour- 
bon organ.’’ We mention this in order that 
the Journal’s remarks may be qualified by 
showing their relations to history. 

It is certainly to be regretted that Tue 
ConstituTIon has been led to declare that the 
purpose of the government to prosecute the 
alieged election frauds in South Carolina 
must be accepted as an indication that the 
republican administration proposes to revive 
sectional issues and to return to those repres 
sive measures which characterized early re- 
construction days. We have no criticism to 
make on the simple fact that the govern- 
ment intends to prosecute either real or al- 
leged election frauds. If there were any such 
frauds they should have been prosecuted by 
the government long ago. But the methods 
as well as the purpose of the government as 
demonstrated in the recent trial at Charles- 
ton are open to the most violent criticism. 

The nature of the methods which the gov- 
vernment has allowed its representatives to 
employ, shows what the purpose is. Does the 
Journal propose to indorse these methods? 
It is hardly necessary to inquire. The Jour- 
nal will endorse and approve them without 
taking the trouble to find out whether they 
are just or unjust, In the first place the gov- 
ernment caused the jury that has just been 
discharged at Charleston to be packed, and 
when the defense protested, Judge Bond, who 
has invariably made his decisions subserve 
the interests of partisanship, stated that if 
the packed jury brought in a verdict, an 
order should issue for arrest of judg- 
ment, plainly showing that while 
there was no intention of punishing the men 
charged with election frauds, a verdict of 
guilty was wanted for use elsewhere. But 
even this fraud was procured, as two of the 
jurors declare, by means of threats of intimi- 
dation and violence. We presume the Jour- 
nal will declare that these two men are vile 
democrats and so excuse the crime which has 
been committed by republican jnrors and 
winked at by the representatives of the gov- 
ernment. 

We look upon the methods employed by 
the government in the South Carolina 
prosecutions as singularly unhappy and 
altogether uncalled for. We can. do 
no more than  protest—but we do 
not protest as democrats; let the Journal un- 
derstand that.

THE OTHER SIDE OF A STORY. 


Bishop Payne's Five-Mulle Walk on a Ratlroad Track 
im Florida. 

Mr. (i. R. Fairbanks, of Fernandina, Fla., editor 
of the Florida Mirror, who was in New York, gave 
a Hegald reporter the other sice of a story that has 
been formally carried to Attorney-General Brewster 
Mr. Fairbanks said: 

‘*You will have noticed that the colored men have 
been holding indignation meetings all over the 
country, and that the speakers have cnarzed that 
the aged Bisbop Payne, ex-president of the Wilber 
force university, was rich off a train on the Jack- 
sonvijle and Fernandina railroad recently be- 
exuse he insisted upon riding in the white’s car 
and would not obey the conductor's order 
that he should go into the car fro- 
vided for colored persons. In telling the story some 
of the speakers have said that the Bishop was put 
of the train at midnight. and that he had to walk 
five miles to the next station. Indeed, that isthe 
representation that has been made to Attorney- 
General Brewster; and the delegation of colored 
men who waited upon she attorney general further- 
more averred that applications had been made to 
the United States district attorney for the northern 
distriet of Florida, but that he. had declined te af- 
ford redress. 

‘“Sow this story,’’ Mr. Fairbanks continued, “‘has 
grown considerably on its way from Florida to the 
attorney general’s office. in the first place it was 
nota midnight train, but the 10 o’clock morning 
train, aud the bishop could have had a train back 
at noon instead’ of walking; andin the second 
place he was not put off, but he get off voluntaily 
atastation. In the third place, the United States 
district attorney for the northern district of Flonda 
is a republican, and has not. declined to act, but 
after investigating the fects he has found it impos- 
sibie to make a case that he could win under the 
civil rights bill, and. therefore, he has not prose- 
cuted. 

“The plain fact is,’’ Mr. Fairbanks went on to 
say, ‘that the cause of complaint. if there is cause 
of complaint, lies in the rules of the Jacksonville 
and Fernandina railroad. Two cars precisely alike, 
both comfortable, and even elegant, are provided, 
and in ove of these colored persons only are al- 
lowed to ride. It is not. as has been averred, a 
filthy smoking car—tha* car goes on ahead. Whiies 
are NOT alowed to ride in the colored car and ecol- 
ored persons are not admitted to the car for Cancas- 
iaus. The rule is made for the proteetion of the 
blacks, as much as for anything else, in a part of 
the country in which they might be subjected to 
drunken men’s insults. The conductor, finding 
Bishop Payne seated in the car in 
Waicnu Colored men are uot aliowed,told him. as 
inoffensively as possible, that he as a conductor 
was constrained to enforce the rules of the railroad 
company; but the bishop declined to step forward 
into the car provided tor his race,and was told that 
under the rules be could not rdein the car in 
whith he wasseated. So he got out atthe next 
station and refused to go on, notwithstanding the 
conductor, who told me this himself. urged him to 
enter the propercarand go onto theend of his 
journey. As to the bishop's walking back he 
needn't have done that, for there was a train back 
two hours later, and his ticket would have been 
lecognized on that train. Attorney General Brew- 
ster has promised to investigate this case, and he 
will fin the facts just as I have related them to 
you.”’

BALTyMoreE, April 18.—The Grattan centennial 
celebration, id the Irish national land league of 
Maryland, took place to-night. Jeremiah 8. Black, 
of Pennsylvania, was the orator of the occasion.

But recent 
events have given us more particular interest in 
the subject matter. American citizens have been 
kidnapped as basely as Irish patriots. What will 
we do about that? I know not. Our own 
history has not always been a proud one. Our dip- 
lomatic record is not free from blunder, and the 
argumentum ad hominem, while it proves nothing, 
may embarrass discussion. Butif we submit to 
this insult we . must acknowledge that 
England is the master of Ireland and America 
both.
